This issue. Blaze bring to you an 
interview on one of the rising stars of the 
scene today. Dominate the 23 year old 
deck master, well known in various parts 
of the country has shown he’s a DJ who 
really knows how to kick a party when in 
full flow on the decks. Currently, he’s not 
one of the biggest names on the circuit, 
but watch out he’s coming up fast. If 
names didn’t count for anything in this 
scene, he would be in the top 5 DJ’s in 
the UK. Lets enter the world of Mr 
Dominate, read on and discover the 
future to be... 

WHAT IS YOUR REAL NAME ? 

Well, over the years every one has 
just called me Dominate, so I've 
now adopted that name as a sort of 
real name. 

OK THEN, WHERE DID THE NAME 
DOMINATE ORIGINATE FROM ? 

I picked my name from a Heavy D record 
back in 1986 with the word Dominate 
said in it. I chose Dominate because at 
the time I was playing Hip Hop and 
scratching is one of the main features of 
DJing Hip Hop tracks. With this in mind I 
thought Dominate was a good choice as I 
was able to scratch the name out over 
the speakers which sounded real good. 

RIGHT, SO WHEN DID YOU FIRST 
START DJING? When I was a little “Hip 
Hopper’’ back in 1983. 


I became a DJ because I liked the 
sound effects on the records when the 
DJ’s were scratching up the Hip Hop. In 
those days there was no mixing, just 
scratching. 

OBVIOUSLY AT THE TIME YOU WERE 
INTO THE HIP HOP/ELECTRO SCENE, 
HOW DID YOU GET INTO THIS TYPE 
OF MUSIC? Basically, whilst at school 
one day a friend gave me a tape that 
had loads of what I guess I thought was 
funny music at the time. I listened to it 
and one record stuck in my mind, that 
being “Planet Rock". 


From then on I just went wild to the music 
and of course dicovered it was called Hip 
Hop / Electro. From then. I got myself 
some decks and started practising, not 
before long I managed to start DJing. 

YOU’VE NOW BEEN DJING FOR 10 
YEARS, WHEN DID YOU GET INTO 
THE HOUSE/HARDCORE SCENE? My 
first experience of raves was back in 
1989 when I went to a few 
parties. I began to love 
the music and

WHAT TYPE OF MUSIC DO YOU

Bock in (he early port of this year, one giant 
promotion company was planning to stage 
on event for the Easter holiday ot the 
Enstone Airfield. Yes we've oil heard about 
it - Raindance. Before the party was due to 
take place there was many rumours around 
stating the event was not going to take 
place and os we oil know it didn't, bur why 
? Does anybody really know why ? Well 
Raindance did, the council (West 
Oxfordshire District Council) who were 
supposed to issue the license know why ond 
now we ot Blaze Magazine hove been told 
why. So f it's our duty to tell you the real 
facts behind the cancellation of the 
Raindance event that promised to be on 
excellent night. Here is o calendar of the 
events that led to the destruction of o party 
for you. 

Well it oil started way bock on the 26th of 
February 1993 with o telephone coll from 
the Raindance office to the West 
Oxfordshire District Council regards applying 
for o license. During the telephone coll it 
was stated by o council officer thot 4 months 
notice wos required for on event such os 
Raindance was proposing to stage. It wos 
then pointed out to the council officer thot 
under the Governments Miscellaneous Act 
1982, only 28 days notice wos required. 
Both Raindance and the West Oxfordshire 
District Council then decided to look into the 
matter further ot each others end and 
contact one another ot o later dote. 

On the morning of the 12th March 1993, 
Raindance put in their application ond 
poyment for o license ot the Enstone Airfield 
by hand to the council offices. On arrival ot 
the council offices, o council official refuses 
to accept the license application. The council 
hod no right to refuse the application os 
anybody con apply for on entertainments 
license. After o long telephone conversation 
between Raindance ond West Oxfordshire 
District Council, the council finally took the 
application form in the afternoon. Accepting 
the oplicotion on this dote gave the council 
over 28 days to consider the license os loid 
down by the low. 

16th March 1993, o newspaper article wos 
printed by the Oxford Moil stoting that 
plans for o Raindance rove hod been 
rejected. The newspaper come to the 
attention of Raindance on the 22nd March 
1993. On the 18th of March 1993 sow the 
launch of Roindonces notional advertising 
campaign for the event to be held on the 
Easter Bonk Holiday. On the 25th of March 
1993, o letter wos received ot the Roindonce 
office from the West Oxfordshire District 
Council complete with o refund of the license 
money paid. The moin reason for the license 
application being returned wos due to the 
fact the council still insist it needs months 
notice for on application ond not 28 days. 



The 26th of March 1993 ond Roindonces 
solicitors ore brought in ond briefed on the 
situation with the council. 

On the 29th of March 1993, the solicitors 
moke contact with the council to try to 
resolve the problem with a fair soloution. 

On the 30th of March 1993 o letter is sent 
to the owner of the site ot Enstone Airfield. 
The letter stated "The District Council, os you 
will already be owore, has not granted o 
license for the proposed event nor will the 
council be granting such o license. From 
enquires mode of the Council it now seems 
certain thot the organisers intend holding 
the entertainment regardless ond without o 
license. This involves you directly either os o 
party involved in the organisation or os one 
which allows on unlicensed entertainment to 
toke place on land over which it hos 
control." It wos then added "If the event 
does toke place I ontcipote thot the District 
Council will wish to institute proceedings 
against oil parties contravening the 1982 
Act." It was the pointed out in the letter 
"The present maximum penalty for o 
conviction under this legislation is currently 
#20,000 or to imprisonment for o term not 
exceeding six months or to both." 

The letter from the council probably 
frightend the site owners os they then wrote 
to Roindonce on the 31st of March 1993 with 
their corncerns for the proposed event. 

At this point (1st of April 1993) Roindonce 
holt their advertising campaign. 

On the 5th of April 1993 Roindonce agree to 
postpone the event to the 29th of May 1993 
and on the 8th of April, adverts where put 
out cancelling the scheduled event over 
Foster. Also over the Easter weekend 
Roindonce sent o team of people to Enstone 
Airfield in cose rovers turn up. 

So, now Roindonce must start oil again by 
re-submitting the license application 
complete with o cheque for the license fee. 
This wos done on the 16th of April 1993. 
Also on this doy the council wos warned of 
imminent legal proceedings. 


12 days later (28th of April 1993) the 
Enstone Airfield site owners pull out of the 
event leaving Roindonce with out o site. 

On the *lth of Moy 1993 Roinodnce begin 
legal proceedings ogoinst West Oxfordshire 
District Council. To ensure Roindonces hopes 
of winning, they employed Peter Corter-Ruck 
(famous for the Jeffrey Archer cose) who hos 
never lost o cose or never takes a cose on 
unless he knows his going to win. 
Subsequently writs ore issued on the 
10/5/93. 

By the *lth of June 1993 the council agrees it 
wos wrong, they should hove not done 
every thing in it's power to not properly 
consider the license. The cose was one on 
truth and the opened minded belief in 
justice for oil. 

Roy Spence of Roindonce hod this to soy on 
the matter "My hope is thot my taking this 
particular council to task legally, over there 
actions, we will encourage them ond councils 
like them to treat us legally, or more 
importantly fairly. Nowhere is it written - 
equal rights for oil except rovers. Rove is 
young ond different, the people who go to 
roves ore young ond different, with a new 
set of priorities, but the fact remains, thot in 
this country we oil hove o total right to 
equal justice." Mr Spence went on to odd 
"The more the establishment dislikes us, the 
greater it should endeavour to treot us 
fairly. After oil the rover of today, is the 
Government of tomorrow I 

There you hove it, the reol story on the 
Roindonce event, you read It first in Blaze. 
Hopefully they will be bock soon to corry on 
there great work ond become more involved 
with putting parties on thon winning court 
room bottles. 

A greot victory for Roindonce ond oil night 
partying.

So Cart, what b The Concept ? 

It's a totally live show performed at events around the World. 
Basically, it's a PA with out the use of a DAT machine. 



I thought up the idea bock in July 
of lost year and have taken it on from there. 

Why tire you doing u live PA unci where 
did the idee* come from? Basically, I have a 5 year 
record deal with Perfecto Records (who are part of BMG-RCA). 
So far I’ve had two top 40 records and to follow will hopefully 
be Worldwide album release, but to achieve this I’ve got to do 
one of two things. Either go out as a DJ and keep making 
records or do live PA’s. I’m trying to do what Guru Josh and 
Adamski done about 4 years ago, but take it one step further. 
Adamski tinged on the idea of playing through a keyboard and 
drum machine live, now I’ve taken it to the next level by using 
samples and vocals. Basically, I’m using a live studio situation 
on the stage with all the music that’s coming out being 
produced, mixed and performed live right in front of every one, 
rather than use a DAT machine with a prerecorded set like 
Dream Frequency, N-Joi, Altern 8 and Prodigy. The Concept is 
totally original and a first for the all night party scene. 



concept 

How much does it cost to hire The 
Concept for the night? The minimum is #1000 VAT 
iny where in the world. It sounds expensive, but if you 
compare it with PA’s such as Prodigy and N-Joi they are 
charging a lot more, some thing in the region of #3000 for a 
DAT PA (not live). 

So when cun we expected to see the Curt 
Cox album? I’m aiming to have it out by November this 
year. On it there will be all types of music including Breakbeat, 
Techno and Hard House. 


Who mukes up The Concept teum? 

Neil McLeanon, MC Mojica and Pamela Anderson. I ploy three 
key boards and MC, Neil releases the samples into the music 
and Pamela sings. We do each role totally live and we have 
been very consistent with out any mistakes. 

W hut does The Curt Cox Concept consist 

of? The whole show starts off with some tracks that are going 
to be on my forthcoming album. Then it goes on to “Does It 
Feel Good To You” followed by other records leading to a final 
hands in the air track. The set lasts for 30 minutes and covers a 
range of music including Techno, Hard Italian, Hard House and 
Breakbeat. All the records are produced by myself. It’s hard 
work, but the crowd really enjoy something different. The aim is 
to get the set up to one hour. 

Where have you taken the show so far 
and where is it to go in the ptunned 
future? Australia, Scotland, Belfast, London and Plymouth. 
For the future were going to Corsica, Germany, Scotland and 
Ireland. It’s difficult booking the show this year as I already 
have a lot of DJing work booked and to do The Concept I need 
to be their most of the night. This is for sound checks and 
everything just like at concerts. 

Can you see other PAs foLLouUng in your 
foot steps and going Live ? Yes, there is a lot of 
PA’s out there and some are bound to. One's to watch out for 
ore Proper Talent (DJ Raps PA), she has already started to 
follow with a few live ports in her PA. Rhythm Section are also 
bying to make their set live. It would be nice to see more 
follow.

WOODSTOCK 2 - THE NEW GENERATION 


By now you will hove heord thot Dreomscope/ESP Promotions 
ore to stage the biggest dance music festival seen in Britain for 
many years. This festival kicks off on Friday 20th August at 
9.00 p. m. and continues for the next 37 hours with non stop 
dance music. This has got to be history in the making. This will 
oil take place at Fen Farm, Wavedon, Milton Keynes from 
Friday 20th August until Sunday 22nd August 1993. The licence 
for this event carries a 30,000 copocity and promises to be the 
dance music event of the year. So I found myself driving up the 
Ml to junction 14 to go and see Murray who is Mr Oreamscape 
himself, to find out just exactly what the Oreamscape 
organisation will have on offer on this weekend. The first thing 
that I wonted to know was just how many DJs hod been 
contracted to ploy at this event. So here follows the interview 
that took place at Fen Form on Tuesday 6th July 1993. 

Q. So Murray how many OJs hove you contracted to play at this 
event? 

A.. I have contracted 60 DJs from oil over Europe, we hove the 
U.K.s finest hardcore, house, and techno DJs booked to ploy 
also we hove DJs from the U. S. A., Germany, Belgium ond 
Finland. 


Q. Murray could you tell us just a little bit about how you first 
came up with the idea of doing a Woodstock type festival? 

A. Well, the ideo has been in my head for quite o few years. 
We tried to put something together lost year, down here ot Fen 
Form but due to politics we just never got it off the ground. We 
thought we would be fighting o losing bottle so we never put in 
o licence opplication. Since then we hove done more ond more 
events and now seemed o good time to bring this idea into 
reality. 

Q. So when did you actually realise that this dance festival hod 
become a reality ond was really going to happen? 

A. Well when the Magistrates granted me the licence. Mind you 
the work that hod to go in to getting that licence you would not 
believe. Every dot had to be in the right place ond every t had 
to be crossed in the right place. We put the application into 
Milton Keynes Council, ond I honestly thought that the Council 
would accept this application as we have a very good working 
relationship with them and on excellent track record in the 


promotion business. But the Council just wouldn 't accept it. They 
thought thot it was too big ond a I am the sole person behind 
ESP they thought that I might be out of my depth. So I 
surrounded myself ond took advice from the right people thot is 
professionals who know how to present such an opplication of 
this magnitude. I then went back to the licensing committee and 
they turned it down on some silly reasons. So the only way I 
could proceed wos to appeal ond take it to the magistrates 
hearing, which we did and we won. 

Q.l presume that when you went to the Magistrates hearing 
you must have been very nervous as there was a lot of notional 
TV media coverage. So how did you feel when you come out of 
the court, with the licence? 

A. On top of the fking moon. It was unbelievable. I thought 
we were going to have a bit of o bottle on our hands getting 
the licence granted. But it went so smoothly it wos ridiculous. 
All the money I spent with consultants who work with the 
government on defining the regulation for open air events, wos 
a good investment as they were able to answer all of the 
questions thot the magistrates pul to them. And the 
Magistrates felt thot I wos doing everything right ond they 
granted me my licence. 


Q. Murray, obviously with a music festival of this size, the 
average party goer is going to be concerned about their safety. 
What con you soy to reossure one ond all that their weekend is 
going to be the best 

A. Well Dove, we will be employing in the region of 300 * 
security people which will be on patrol ot any one time so 
realistically there will be over 600 + security people on site 
because half will be resting ond half will be working. If 
anybody has any aggravation with muggers, robbers, bloggers 
or just plain shit heads I con assure you thot they will be dealt 
with swiftly ond severely. I wont this party to be the best and I 
personally will not tolerate anybody bringing Oreamscape into 
disrepute by bod behaviour ot this event. 

Q.Murray, how much will you be spending on the production for 
this event? 

A. We are spending somewhere in the region of 475 thousand 
pounds on this event. The ticket price for the whole weekend is 
£33. 00 and I think thot is extremely good value for a festival 
ticket. 

Q.Murray, one of the most important parts of an event of this 
size, is going to be how the local and county police force 
respond to the event. My question to you is how are the police 
toking to this event 

A. The police did not want this event, ond I don't care what 
anybody says police throughout the country do not wont events 
like this full stop. But the police have said thot if the event was 
in the right place, they would be oil for it. but that's bullshit. 
This site hos got better access and better facilities than any 
other site I hove looked ot. It is far superior to the Milton 
Keynes Bowl which only hos a music licence until 11.00 p. m.

Great party the other night. Any way, whilst 
talking about ESP, you must have all heard 
by now about the massive Dreomscape 
festival coming up in Milton keynes on the 
20th to the 22nd of August (Woodstock 2). 
They’ve put a lot of hard work into this event, 
so lets all get together and make this the 
biggest party ever to be held in the UK. You 
can catch me there on Friday night along with 
my counter parts Groove Rider, ITJ Bukem, 
Peshay plus many more. 

Talking of events. I've been working hard at 
the moment travelling around the country 
from North to South and East to West. One 
night of late that really sticks in my mind has 
to be the Reincarnation ovent at Crystal 
Palace in London on the 29th of May.

Well we’ve oil heard of the famous promotion company Vision Who 
con forget their fomous event ot Pophom lost yeor The flyer stated 
numerous attractions that were not there, even though some of you 
out there thought it wos o good event it could hove been better 
hod oil the attractions listed appeared Then in February they held 
their second event m two mossive warehouses in Wisbech. This party 
was quite good. But now Vision strike ogam in Scotland with their 
specialist bullshit, to produce an event that did not live up to whot it 
wos billed as. Now we at Blaze hove received numerous complaints 
about this event, so we feel it only fair to warn you about this 
organisation by printing a letter from some one who attended the 
event 

Door BUize, 

We are writing to you in hope that you will be able to print part of 
this letter and in doing so will be able to warn people about 
attending events orgomsed by Vision 

We have just returned from Aberdeen where we went to the Vision - 
A Reflection Of The Past - A View Of The Future outdoor porty Sodly 
to say, we ore disappointed and angry at the way the event was 

organised and presented 

As we all.saw from the very impressive flyer, this was heralded as the 
’Largest UK all night dance party’ Unfortunately the tens of 
thousands of people they were expecting never turned up and 
mode this possibly the smallest and worst organised UK oil night rip 

off 

From the flyer you would have seen that we were promised two 
massive arenas Not so. there was only one very large arena and 
the other tent loyed empty awaiting the arrival of the PA from 
London The DJ’s from Glasgow waited bll late on into the night and 
then left unpaid and un thanked with nowhere to stay the night 

Once m the other arena, there was no sign of the 20ft high stage 
built on an 18th century stone wall Instead there wos a 6-7ft high 
stage built from wooden planks, badly placed together with large 
gaps. The DJ’s and decks were hidden behind equipment and 
scaffolding Three projection screens were on the left hand side of 
the tent, true enough, but they only displayed moving fractals and 
the word Vision, not the full vision for those mysterious tens of 
thousands of party goers Finally, there were no huge donee risers 
nor caged wolkways to be seen, only a rough wooden platform by 
the screens 

Outside of this tent, the grounds housed waltzers and other 
fairground rides The food tents and water and fogs’ tents were 
scattered around too If you think #2 for a small bottle of local spring 
water is a reasonable price for a well needed drink for teeny-ravers 
then maybe you should get a job with Vision management Further 
more, chips were #120 per troy and a bacon roll could finish you off 
for #250 Reosonable 2 Someone somewhere was making a killing 

We left around mid morning - cold, unhappy and angry As far as we 
know. TTF (a PA) did turn up at about 7am Other bands, including 
Human Resource had still not appeared when we left 


It is only fair to say that out of the approx. 5000 people there, at 
least between 1-2000 did experience a good all night rove The 
music pumped out and the bands who did turn up performed well, 
especially The Ether, a local Edinburgh/Aberdeen group. Whistles 
and light sticks 

abounded in the centre of the tent and obviously it was possible to 
have a stormin’ night in this hot rave atmosphere 
What is to be said though is that this event wos advertised wrongly 
and with many false claims The thousands of young people who 
travelled miles to this supposed Vision of the future were obviously 
disappointed There were mony glum and tired faces around the 
outside of the tent, with people huddled inside trying to sleep There 
was no chill out tent or place provided (apart from the empty 
garage tent) 


We were in the interesting position to mingle with stars and organisers 
in person and to hear the many tales of gloom and despair, how 
rooms promised for bands and guests were not available, how many 
acts had no money up front how minibuses were poid for out of 
others pockets The organisers, mainly from London, ran around with 
portable phones fobbing everyone off with excuses and ‘Give me 0 
minutes There was no genuine desire to organise ond present on 
event of the century, just moke the money and go I hope that you at 
Blaze will be able to do something with this information, if only it is to 
give the event a bad report and spread the word that Vision events 
ore a rip off It would be good to have another massive rave up 
here in Scotland, but organised by people who know Scotland, the 
ravers and the score up here ie Scottish people I
